REQUIREMENT FOR MULTIPLE COPIES (CREDIT HR REPORT 10-17-75) 


Requirement for multiple copies for submissions to the FCC was upheld by Commissioners after 
consideration of a petition for its elimination submitted by W6NJU. Additional copies are 
necessary to insure the submission reaches all who should see it, but in their review of the 
requirement reductions were found possible. 


Effective October 14 the number of copies required for comments on a Notice of Proposed Rule 
Making was reduced from 15 to 12 (original plus 11 copies) -- other requirements not likely to 
affect Amateurs were also reduced. In their rejection of W6NJU's petition the Commissioners 
also noted that single copy submissions are now and have been accepted although they do not 
receive as wide a circulation as those that meet the requirement.

This contest is open to all Amateur Radio clubs 
in all countries. Carl Drumeller, W5JJ, ARNS Publications Vice President, headed the judging. 
This is the fourth year in a row that the RARS News has received an award from the ARNS. 


THE NOVICES' CORNER 


As a lot of you have most certainly noticed, on 80 and 40 meters, there are frequent ionospheric ~ 
storms. I notice these most of the time while talking to the Panama Canal area and during my 
other DX work. This often irritates me and makes me quite discouraged. 


I did a little research and found that most ionospheric storms are caused by sunspots. These 
storms are often accompanied by magnetic storms also. TIonospheric storms are usually charac- 
terized by a marked increase in radio wave absorption cuasing poor conditions. The critical 
frequencies also drop to low values during a storm. 


Ionospheric storms may last from a few hours to several days. Since the sun rotates on its 
axis every 28 days, disturbances tend to occur at such intervals. 


Absorption is usually low, and radio conditions good, just before a storm. 


Changes in humidity and temperature of air masses in the lower atmosphere often make long range 
DX work possible on 28 Mhz and higher frequencies.

The Secretary shall 
notify all FULL members of the Society by mail of the action to be taken prior to the next 
regular meeting at which the vote is to be taken. 


Section 1 part of item d 1 referring to duties of the President. He shall authorize and 
countersign all checks issued on the corporate accounts by the treasurer. change to: 
(eliminate this sentence so that only the treasurer signs checks) 


Section 1 item d 3 (a duty of the secretary). He shall maintain a separate and accurate 
record of the entire membership of the society with addresses, telephone numbers, grade 


of liscense, class of membership in the society and whether a member of the ARRL. change 
to: Section 1 item d 4 (a duty of the treasurer). 


Section 1 item 5 f. add: The Executive and Advisory Committee, upon assurance of no net 
expenditures of society funds, has the authority to advance up to seven hundred and fifty 
dollars ($750.00) to each special event or project. 


Section 5 sentence 4. A vote of fifty-one percent (51%) of the FULL membership in the 
affirmative shall be necessary to adopt the amendment (in person - no proxies). change to: 
A majority vote in the affirmative of the FULL members present at a regular meeting shall 
be necessary to adopt the amendment. 


Section 6. add: Honorary membership shall be awarded to individuals by a majority vote of 
the FULL members present at a regular meeting. An Honorary member pays no dues and is 
entitled to all the privileges of FULL membership except voting. 


Section 7 paragraph 4 sentence 2. Dues for all classes of membership in the society shall 
Fall due on the first day in March of each year. change to: Dues for all classes of 
membership in the society shall fall due on the first day in January of each year. (Also 


change the word "March" to 'January'’ in each sentence in Section 7 as it relates to the 
payment of dues to the society.)

Perhaps some of the guys might be interested in the reactivation of the Fourth Region Daytime 
Net, 4RN(D). It's been a long battle, but just this past week we got the approval of the 
Communications Department and the Eastern Area Staff to start the net up again. WB4TRI, 
normally from Tampa, Florida, was here in Raleigh for awhile, and between Ed and I, we got 
things rolling. So anyway, 4RN(D) starts up on the 17th of November, 7240 kHz, 1800Z and 
2100Z.
